Fourteen hundred revolutionists un- 


der Gens. Ramos

tacked 800 government troops under 
the command of Gen. Acosta at a point 
near Guatlro. After four hours' light- 
ing the revolutionists abandoned the 
field and the town of Guatlru. 


Rebel* Are Killed. 


They had ftfty-seven killed and 


many wounded. One of their guns was 
captured. A prisoner captured by tho 
government forces Is authority for the 
statement that the revolutionists still 
lack ammunition. It Is reported that 
Castro U negotiating with Gen. Matos, 
the leader of the revolutionary party.

President Castro's counter proposition 
In the matter of referring tho Vene- 
zuelan Issues to The Hague trlhunui 
have not yet been received here. 


End of Panic. 


Owing to an agreement that liai 


been made between the commercial

,and business has resumed Its normal 
aspect.

6:30 ho had an attack of healt failure, 
and it was then thought he was dead; 
ho rallied, however, nnd lived for four 
hours and a half. 


Senor Sagasta's Intellect was unim- 


paired until his last hours. Ho talked 
to his daughter, tho presidents of the 
senate and of congress and to tho 
archbishop of Toledo. King Alfonso 
has written a letter of sympathy to 
Scnor Sagasta's family. During the 
former premier's illness the 
quoen 


mother and other members of 
the 


royal family frequently sent officials 
to inquire as to his progress. 


Sagasta's Career. 


Praxcdcs Mateo Sagasta was born 


at Torrecllla de Cameras, in the prov- 
ince of Logrono, on July 24, 1827. He 
began life as. a civil engineer, but at 
the nge of 27 drifted 
into politics. 


Spain's history during the last half- 
century has been a stormy one, with 
brief Intervals of sunsulno, and Senor 
Sagosta had a hand In most of the ex- 
citing events that occurred. 


Hu took n jinrr.iupr.i n.irt In the in- 


SENOR SAGASTA, 


Premier of Spain, 


surrectlon ot To.'O, anil vTTien 'tr.at ftr- 
fair miscarried hn had to lly the coun- 
try. 
He took refuse In France', but 


when 
a general amnesty, waa 
an- 


nounced he returned to his native 
country and threw himself Into jour- 
nalism. 
He'became 
editor 
of La 


Iberia, the principal organ of the 
progressist party, and soon began to 
exercise considerable power. 


Becomes a Refugee. 


Constitutional methods of reform, 


however, arc terribly slow In Spain, 
and Sonor Sagnstn began to weary ot 
them. Thus he eagerly took part In 
the Insurrection of June. 186G. It was 
a dismal failure, however, and the fu- 
ture prime minister was again com- 
pelled to lly to France. He did not 
return to Spain until after the fall of 
Quoen Isabella II. 


In the republican regime of 1874 he

Upon the death of tho king 
In 1885 and the retirement of the en- 
tire conservative government Sagasta 
found himself at the head of affairs, 
and successfully combated the clamors 
of the republicans, who shrieked for 
universal suffrage, till the birth of the 
llttlo king, when Sagasta, confident In 
tho strength of tho liberals, dissolved 
the cortes and won by" a small ma- 
jority. 


It was In this period that he In- 


vested his party with that democratic 
character which Is now more marked 
than over. In 1S91 Sagasta was asked 
la form a party, but was obliged to 
resign within a month or so. 


Obeys the Queen. 


The assassination of Scnor Canovas 


compelled the queen regent to appeal 
to him as tho only available states- 
man. In spite of hid nge ho camo to 
the rescue, formed a government, and 
exercised considerable wisdom In deal- 
Ing with tho many dlfllcult problems 
which confronted Spain at that time, 
chief of which was tho insurrection 
In Cuba, where Weylor was butcher- 
Ing tho natives nnd otherwise creat- 
ing 
tho 
troubles 
that 
eventually 


caused tho Spanish-American war. Sa- 
gasta had always favored home rule 
for Cuba, and, although a law was 
passed, It was nevor enforced owing to 
the Insurrection In the Island. 


Apart from his political life Sagasta 


was a r^^. klnd-heartod man, of 
e'-en te..*T? sunny-disposition, and 
with alt a Spaniard's love of power.

cil of the City of Janesvllle, <io or- 
dain ns follows: 


Section 1.

duty of every motorman of an elec 
trie car, within the city of Janes, 
vllle, before crossing the tracks of 
a steam railway with such car, to 
cause the same to come to a stand 
still at least twenty feet from such 
railway crossing, and It shall then ho 
the duty of the conductor of such 
car or a llagman employed for such 
purpose, during the time such car 
Is crossing 
such railway crossing. 


to pass In front of the same a suf- 
ficient distance to enable him -~ as- 
certain whether there Is any danger. 


Section 2. 
No person, company 


or corporation owning or operating 
a street railway, within the city 
oi 


Jancsvllle, and no person employed 
upon a car 'belonging to such person, 
company or corporation, shall suffer 
or permit any such car to bo run 
across the trncus of a steam railway, 
unless such car Is accompanied by a 
conductor or flagman as provided In 
section one of this ordinance.

-which attempts to regulate morals, 
is denounced most vigorously. 


The hope of the nation, so far as 


temperance Is concerned. Is In the 
preventive, rather than through any 
radical reform movement. 


The- time to save a man from be- 


coming a drunkard, is In boyhood, 
and the fact Is more fully appreciat- 
ed today, than ever before. 
The 


next : generation 'will be a genera- 
tion of temperance men. If the boys 
of today are properly guided. 


Industry has placed a bar upon the 


habit that Is saving many 
young 


men from drink. 
It remains for the 


guardians of childllfe to keep the 
fountain -pure.' and when this Is done, 
the nation will need no laws to pun- 
ish the habitual drunkard!.

SAVING MONEY 


One of the great weaknesses 
or 


Americans, as a class. Is their lack 
of thrift In saving money. 


Ability to earn Is so common, and 


opportunities art; so abundant, that 
the number represented In any call- 
ing, who are not able to^ earn more 
than a living, is exceedingly small, 
and yet we spend so freely 
that 


thousands of pefeplc never 
know 


what If Is to have $10 to the good. 


The state of Massachusetts, not- 


ed for Its thrift, has recently Intro- 
duced In its public schools, a sys- 
tem of saving, that is producing won- 
derful results. 
As an educator It 


is intensely radical, and worthy of 
adoption by every school In the' land. 
Mrs. 
Taylor, a correspondent for a 


Chicago paper, thus describes the 
plan: 


•'Somerville. Mass.. has an Innova- 


tion In the way of ravings bank ac- 
counts with the school children. It 
iecalled the 
stamp-saving 
system, 


and Is carried on by the Somerville 
Savings bank In co-operation 
with 


the schools of the city. 
The system 


was Introduced into the city schools 
at the beginning of the school year, 
and during the first two 
months. 


$3.500 was deposited In the bank by 
the school children. 


"The system Is under the direc- 


tion of a committee of leading men 
and women of the city, together with 
the superintendent of 
the 
city

"At tho I'rescott school on Pearl 


street an average of $.rill pur weeK 
has been deposltd thus far during 
show correspondingly good averages.

"The 
system entails some extra 


work on the masters of the schools

"A collector from t.ie bank calls 


at each school on stated days of the 
week, receives the money collected 
by the teachers for cards and stamps 
and leaves a new supply to be so.- 
to tho children. 


"If at any time the money Is need 


cd. the child wishing to withdraw his 
deposit will present his cards to the 
teacher of his grade, who forwards 
them to the bank. 
In one week the 


wiiole amount of the account Is turn 
ed over to the child. 
No child Is 


allowed to withdraw less than the 
whole amount at once. 


The cards are not transferrable, 


and If a card Is lost the money It 
represents Is lost." 


Tho children of American homes 


have so much done for them, that the 
Idea of saving rarely enters tholr 
heads. The boy who graduates from 
university or college. Is very poor- 
ly en.«lpped. as a rule to enter either 
commercial or professional life, and 
stand on his own feet. 


Ha has seldom been taught 
the 


value of money, and practical know 
ledge of any kind, conies slow to hln: 
after graduation day. If he had been 
taught to save the pennies and nlc 
klcs tn boyhood the lesson would 
prove of great value. . 


This practical lesson would be ot 


equal value to the boy or girl, who 
never graduates from any school, 
it 


Is seldom a question of earning. In 
this world, but It Is always a ques 
tlon of saving. 
The great army ol 


discontented workmen. Is not com 
posed of men who own their own 
homes, or who have a few hundred 
dollars In the bank. 


This class of men have long since 


discovered, that capital Is the result 
of accumulation, and they ore 
so 


Intent on earning and saving, that 
they are .never In sympathy with tin/ 
reasonable demands. 


Janesvlllc can afford to adopt tin 


Somerville plan.
